Thic  I0  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of  11  September  i960  con- 
cerning tbe  unidentified  flying  object  you  vieved  on  I6  August 
I960. 

Tbe  Aerospace  Tbchnieal  Intelligence  Center 'a  analyaia  of 
your  report  reveals  that  tbe  objects  were  probably  aircraft. 

These  objects  vere  reported  to  have  angular  velocities  comparable 
to  that  of  satellites  and  appeared  as  two  2nd  magnitude  lights. 

The  direction  of  motion  vas  generally  to  the  southwest.  It  is 
quite  probable  that  these  objects  vere  two  high  flying  Jet  aircraft. 

It  la  possible  to  see  the  lights  of  high  flying  aircraft  and 
not  be  able  to  resolve  the  outline^  even  with  binoculars,  on  a dark 
night.  The  lights  seen  by  you  would  be  the  relatively  bright  running 
light  on  the  bottom  of  tbe  aircraft. 

Due  to  the  great  amount  of  traffic  through  the  area.  It  is  im- 
pose Ihle  to  determine  the  spec If Ic  aircraft  which  vere  probably 
resocsible.
